CHICAGO, May 10.—The inquiry by the 
Government, through the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, into the rela- 
lions between the Standard Oil Co. and 
the railroads of the country began here 
today.

Game Warden's Body Found 
Two Months After He 
Disappeared.

NEW CASTLE. Pa., May §.—The find- 
ing of the body of Selee Houk, deputy 
game and fish warden of this district, 


Sunk in the Mahonig river, near Hills- 
ville, has created more discussion than 
any murder which has occurred in Law- 
rence County in many years. 
Houck was in his glory. He went to 
trifle light-headed in his desire to be a 
Getective, and considered himself the 
living image of Sherlock Holmes. At 
the same time he was absolutely fear- 
less. Although he knew there were men 
in this county who had sworn to murder 
him, he never feared to go anywhere to 
make-an arrest, and he always traveled 
the woods alone looking for poachers. 
He arrested dozens of Italians for 
dynamiting fish, shooting without li- 
cense, or shooting out of season. Alien 
hunters suffered at his hands, and these 
_ the ones who had sworn to kill 
m. 





City Treasurer John Blevins 
murdered in his office in 1899, 
Houk was in his glory. He went to 
work on the case, and labored for a 
couple of weeks. ‘hat he learned was 
never made public. 

Suddenly he ceased all work on that 
or any other case. He never disturbed 
himself much since about working, and 
it has been a persistent rumor that he 
learned enough to make it unnecessary 
for him to work any more. 

Last winter Houk was convicted of 
assault and battery on an Italian boy 
he had caught fishing. He applied for a 
new trial and it was refused. He was 
ordered to appear for sentence in March, 
and on March 2 he disappeared. It was 
supposed he had jumped his bail. 

The head was partly shot off, and his 
overcoat was tied about his head and 
filled with stones to hold the body under 
water. He left property in this city, but 
no near relatives.

“I have not yet been officially noti- 
fied of my election,” said Mr. Forman, 
“but I can say now that I shall prob- 
ably accept the responsibility {mposed 
on me by the gentlemen who attended 
yesterday’s meeting. I ought to have 
been there myself. The fact is that I 
Was at the ball game. 

“But from now on I shall attend no 
more amusements. If St. Louis is to 
carry this election every man must 
make himself a missionary in tne cause. 

“We need unity and harmony. There 
is no reason why we shouldn't have 

oi}. 

“Victory in the bond issue election 
means much to.St, Louts. Defeat will 
simply humiliate our clyfe pride. Just 
as soon as I can meet Mr, MePheeters 
who presided at yesterfay’s meetine I 
shall begin the selection of an executive 
committee of 15 to assist In the work.” 

No Special Endorsements. 

There was some difference of opinion 
at Wednesday's ‘meeting as to the ad-

iof his office. There will be witnes 
rooms, toilet rooms and waiting rooms. 





Detective on Second Floor. 


The second floor will contain the of- 
fices of the Chief of Detectives, the As- 
sistant Chief of-Police, the Inspector of 
the Bertillon System, and his entire de- 
partment, the photograph gallery and 
temporary quarters for the Matron’s de- 
partment will be provided. There will 
be no separate rooms for the detectives. 
The main office of the Chief of Detec- 
lives and his assistant will be in one 
large room. The Chief and his assistant 
will each have small private ofi:ces., 

The frst floor will be devoted to the 
use of the Central] Police District.

when 32 ptooationary patrolusen were 
promoted to the rank of patroimen. 

Thursday the examination of emer- 
gency specials at the Newstead. Avenue 
Station to fill the vacancles caused in 
the ranks of the probationaries. 

This examination of the patrolmen, 
who are declared by their captains to 
be eligible for the rank of sergeant, 
will be the first really severe test the 
individual members of the department 
have been put to since the houseclean- 
ing began. 

The captains wete notified last week 
of the vacancies in the rank of sergeant. 
They were told to regrade their patrol- 
men. They were instructed to make se- 
lections of such patrolmen who would 
make first-class sergeants, and to grade 
the other patrolmen accordin~'~’.

WORK ENSURED 


Speaker at Charities and Cor- 
rections Conference Declares 
It Poorly Organized.

Pronounces Army’s Statistics 
Untrustworthy and Its Ac- 
counts Poorly Kept. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 10.—At tie 
first business session of the Thirty-third 
national conference of charities and 
corrections today in Horticultural Hall 
a paper on “Relief Work of the Salva- 
tion Army’’ was read by Edwin D. Sol- 
enberger, general manager of the Asso- 
ciated Charities, Minneapolis. 

He declared that the social relief work 


of the Salvation Army as carried on 
through its homes, lodging houses and 
other agencies was pvorly o nized and 
poorly administered. Continuing, te 
speaker said: 


Declares Statistics Faulty. 


“One. of the. chief difficulties in try- 
ing to arrive at definite conclusions con- 
cerning the army’s work is the un- 


trustworthiness .of their statistics, prob- 
ably due largely to lack of uniformity 
in recording and summarizing data. 
about 44,008, while the ]%. report says 
that outside get was found for 
about: 4,508, while the 1905 report says 
that 14,997 found outside. employment 
and an undated leaflet says that 5000 
found outside employment during the 
year. 

“I find that somehow most people have 
nagar the impression that the army 
as a large number of farm colonies, and 
that thousands of poor people from the 
slums have been transferred to them. 
There are at present but three colonies, 
one each in Ohio, Colorado and Cali- 
fornia, having a total of but 630 people. 
These colonists have become self-sup- 
porting, but it would be interesting to 
know what percentage of them, while 
living in the city, have ben recipients of 
€ither public or private relief, or even 
dwellers in what the Salvation Army 
calls the slums, ‘ 


Censuresg the Lodgings. 

“The Salvation Army maintains at 
present about seventy-four lodging 
houses in our various cities, furnishing 
beds at the rate of 10 and 15 cents a 
night. In its appeals for funds the army 
speaks of loiging thousands of homeless, 


and most péople gain the impression 
that such lodgings are, in fact, at least, 
a charity, and that the accommodatians 
furnished are much superior to those 
or the ordinary cheap lodging house. 
run for private profit. 

“Reliable information from a large 
number of typical American cities in- 
dicates that the system of cheap lodg- 
ing houses conducted by the Army have 
all the. defects of the po t of the 
privately owned lodging ousés and 
few, if any, advantages over them. Re- 
cently, in an Eastern city, a Salvation 
Army lodging house was closed when 
the local Board of Health began to en- 
force the sanitary ordinances. while 
from widely separated cities come ac- 
counts of specific glaring evils. 


Declares Accounts Bad. 
“Tt is exceedingly difficult,” said Sol- 
enberger, ‘to secure satisfactory in- 
formation about the financial affairs of 


the Salvation Army. 

“The balance sheet and statement of 
the accounts at national headquarters 
in New York City are gone over ean 
year by a certified publi: accountant, 
but this only guarantees that the foot- 
ings and the balances are correct. 

“The business affairs of the Salvation 
Army are rapidly attaining large pro- 
portions, and those who give financial 
support to the organization certeinly 
have a right to expect clear financial 
statements.’’

His characters 
live on the island of Atlantis under the 
sea, where a thoroughgoing social Dem- 
ocracy is in active operation. The State 
regulates everything—just how much it 
regulates will be indicated by the fol- 
lowing summary of the laws: 

A citizen shall be given a State nuniber 
instead of a name. 

He shall receive from the State kitchen 
three-quarters of a pound of food per 
day.

Male and female citizens shall wear as 
raiment the common scarlet garment 
provided by the State. 

All citizens shall rise each morning at 
the ringing of the State bell. 

All citizens shall pray for 6 seconds 
each morning at the ringing of the State 
prayer bell. 

The speech of each citizen is limited 
to 1000 words per day. 

The step of each citizen is limited to 
10 inches. 

Bach citizen shall laugh aloud once 
every half-hour. 

No citizen shall snore in the public 
dormitories. | 

All food eaten by citizens in the public 
dining rooms shall be chewed nine times 
on the right side of the jaw and nine 
times on the left, that perfect equality 
in mastication shall be preserved. 

The finger nails of citizens shall be cut 
a uniform length. 

All children of citizens shall be placed 
in the State public nurseries until the 
age of 7 years. 

All children of 7 years shall be placed 
in the disciplinary asylums and taught 
the State code of rules, until the age 
of 14. 

All citizens over the age of 14 shall be 
placed in the State public dormitories 
and made to contribute their share of 
labor in State factories. 

All citizens shall be officially notified 
by an inspector of marriage when the 
State has appointed either wife or hus- 
band. 

State inspectors shall be present at 
the first meeting of contracting parties, 
and see that the law is obeyed. 

One kiss shall be exchanged by con- 
tracting parties. 

At the end of three years the State 
will grant a divorce at the request of 
either one or both parties, and new per- 
sons shall be appointed in marriage to 
each one.

UNION WIPED OUT 
STRIKE US END 


Longshoremen Return to Work 
After Mates’ Organization 
Is Defeated. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CLEVELAND, O., May 10.—The strike 
of the longshoremen and their allied in- 
terests on the great lakeS Yas come to 
an end. Work was resumed this morn- 
ing on all docks and on the lakes. Twen- 
tv thousand men will be given employ- 
ment. 

This means the wiping out of the 
mates’ union, which caused the struggle. 
The dock managers’ refuseal to recog- 
nize the mates’ organization led the 
leungshoremen, with whom they had be- 
come affiliated, to strike in sympathy 
with them and call out all other inter- 
ests. 

The longshoremen had demanded a 10- 
hour day and also the recognition of the 
mates’ union. The dock 
wiived aside the question of hours and 
insisted on eliminating the recognition 
of the mates. The Jongshoremen insistf- 
ed on the recognition of the mates and 
the conference ended. The strike did 
not come until the termination of the 
contract between the dock managers 
and the longshoremen on May l. 

The question of recognition of the 
mates was eliminated from the discus- 
sion at the outset in last night’s confer- 
ence and an agreement was easily 
reached. A few minor details are yet 
to be worked out between the longshore- 
men and the dock managers, between 
the firemen and oilers and the Lake Car- 
riers’ Association and between the 
firemen and the officers of the 
Lakes Towing Co. The dock managers 
will meet the longshoremen 
afternoon. The Lake Carriers’ Confer- 
ence will be held Monday. No date has 
been set for the
